WAITING YEARS 
OR ANSWERS 


Loved ones in the dark as abuse investigations drag on

layton Braaten entered the 

rectory of St. Philip’s Cath- 

olic Church in Bemidji 

reciting the Lord’s Prayer. 

He had come seeking 

help from a priest, hoping to con- 

trol the rage that has boiled inside 

him since his late wife, Grayce, was 

molested three years ago by another 

resident at an assisted-living facility. 

The cleric urged him to forgive and 
not let the tragedy consume his life. 

“But it’s been tough, really tough, 
to move on,” said Braaten, 83, aretired 
grocery store manager. 

On the afternoon of June 14, 2014, 
Grayce Braaten was napping in her bed 
at the Cedar Cottage home in Bemidji 
when a nurse’s aide spotted an elderly 
man kneeling beside her, fondling her 
genital area underneath her sheets. 


IN SORROW

Braaten immediately. He expected 
swift justice. 

Yet weeks passed, and then months. 
Nothing happened. 

Police did not arrest the assailant, 
even though he lived at Cedar Cottage 
and had been identified by an eyewit- 
ness. Local prosecutors declined to 
pursue charges or even interview 
Grayce Braaten. Several days passed 
before the home moved Grayce farther 
from her assailant. 

And as of early November — more 
than three years since the assault — the 
Minnesota Department of Health has 
not finished its investigation. 

That excruciating wait for justice 
is common in such cases across Min- 
nesota. 

Last year, 85 percent of Health 
Department investigations exceeded 


in Bemidji.

YouTube pulls 
video of jihadi 
propagandist 


Al-Awlaki radicalized a 
generation of U.S. terrorists.

WASHINGTON - For eight 
years, the jihadi propaganda 
of Anwar al-Awlaki has helped 
shape a generation of U.S. ter- 
rorists, including the Fort Hood 
gunman, the Boston Marathon 
bombers and the perpetrators 
of massacres in San Bernardino, 
Calif., and Orlando. 

And YouTube, the world’s 
most popular video site, has 
allowed hundreds of hours of 
Al-Awlaki’s talks to be within 
easy access. 

Now, under pressure from 
governments and counterter- 
rorism advocates, YouTube 
has drastically reduced its 
video archive of Al-Awlaki, a 
U.S. cleric who remains the 
leading English-language jihadi

Super Bowl volunteer pep rally is sea of purple

Most of the 10,000 volunteers for Super 
Bowl LII joyfully raised their thundersticks 
and new “Bold North” purple mittens at 
a pep rally-orientation Sunday for the 
first collective jolt of excitement they’re 
expected to provide to visitors during the 
10-day event. 

The vast majority of the volunteers 


showed up to the 4 p.m. event at Xcel 
Energy Center in their Minnesota Vikings 
purple jerseys, fresh from watching the 
hometown team’s road win in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

Recorded music by Prince (“Let’s Go 
Crazy”) and halftime performer Justin 
Timberlake (“Bringing Sexy Back”) blasted 
from speakers on the stage in the bowl 
of the arena. In one recorded video, the

State’s big 
firms see 
windfall 
in tax plan 


Many would see steep cuts 
in rate, but it’s unclear how 
they would spend cash.

WASHINGTON - At least 34 
of Minnesota’s 50 largest pub- 
licly traded corporations could 
enjoy lower tax rates than they 
did in 2016 under corporate tax 
cuts in federal tax reform plans 
proposed in both the U.S. House 
and Senate, a Star Tribune anal- 
ysis of securities filings shows. 

The tax plan put forth by 
the Republican majority and 
endorsed by President Donald 
Trump cuts the country’s statu- 
tory corporate tax rate from 35 
percent to 20 percent. 

The implementation date 
of the rate reduction is not 
resolved, with the House want- 
ing it to start next year and the 
Senate, which rolled out its tax 
package Thursday, wanting to 
wait until 2019. A year’s wait 
could cost Minnesota’s corpo- 
rations billions in lost income. 

Still, whenever it takes effect, 
a20 percent corporate base rate 
would resonate strongly across 
the state’s diverse economic 
sectors, a review of annual 
reports revealed. 

It would more than halve the 
latest effective tax rates paid by 
industrial spray maker Graco, 
prescription drugmaker ANI 
Pharmaceuticals, electronics 
manufacturer Nortech Sys- 
tems, investment bank Piper 
Jaffray, specialty retailer Tile 
Shop Holdings, and health
